Child 


A fraid of Things? 


A MOTHER was recently 
surprised to note, on 
taking her six-year-old son 
to sce a film, that he showed 
not the slightest fear or, in 
fact, any emotion when a 
murder “was committed on 
the screen. 

It appears that on such occa- 
sions as he had previously been 
to the cinema, ‘he had so far 
always gone with a German 
girl who acted 2s a companion 
in the home. This girl was of 
an exceptionally placid nature, 


‘}ond it would have taken an 


earthquake to shake her placidi- 
ty; recounted murder certainly 
did not ruffle her. The result 
was that the child took his cue 
from her and viewed with per- 
fect equanimity any horror films 
to which he was taken. 

Fow things are so infectious. as 
fear. Consider a public building in 
which fire haa broken out. How 
quickly the crowd can be driven 
frantic. by-one or. two bysterical 
people! On’ tho other hand, they 
can be calmed by the personal force 
of somcone who keeps his head. 
And if adults can bo ‘so casily 
swayed, how much more so a child? 

Other causes do sometimes enter 
Into the growth of a child's fear, 
but the major one is that of seeing 
it displayed by others. 

Parents are very frequently puz- 
zled when they see a child in the 
grip of some unaccountable fear.

is old enough to understand, 


SOWING THE SEED OF FEAR . 


The seed of fear can, however, 
bo sown oven when the child Is yet 
in arms, but this. unfortunately. is 


the period when parents consider 
that they need not bo careful. 1 
have seen babies of two, and even 
one, start with fear at something 
at which an adult who was holding 
them had also started. - 

The Incident may, of course, im- 
mediately leave the child’s mind, 
but,.on the other hand, It fs also 
‘pussible that his mood and tho 
strength of the impression may be 
such as will cause a permanent 
effect. 

It should -be ao parent's aim, be- 
forn-the child is able to understand 
words and reasoning, to carry, for 
sake of example, a serene and poised 
mien in face of anything frighten- 
ing, Then, when the child is’ old 
rpneugh to understand, he should 
be taught caution and not fear. 


TEACHING “ROAD SENSE” 


An example for this at once 
springs to mind. In.teaching “road 
sense,” most parents . - generally 
adopt a threatening and intimidat~ 
ing tone of “You'll get run over 
if you don’t look out," and the re- 
sult fs a flustered and nervous child. 
One mother Wisely says to her small 
son, “Don’t bump into people on the 
footpath and don’t bump into cars 
and things. on the road.” But 
whethor humour fs brought into the 
question or not, there should cer- 
tainly be nothing ominous and mor- 
bid about the instructions, but just 
a sensible and calm suggestion for 
avolding too close communion with 
all things on wheels. 

Children are sometimes frighten- 
ed by things which are new to 
them. One child was terrified by

In no case shoulda child ‘ever be 
exhorted and, still worse, laughed 
at and told not to be frightened,

covered snd should be paintessly 
removed—that is, by gentle en- 
courngement and by actual proof, 
not merely words, that there Is 
nothing there to fear.

mand clubs, ‘This marks the real 
beginning of tho battla Tho side 
scoring the most hits wins, but os 
there are always, heated arguments 
‘aver the ‘referee, the battle is Ukely 
Yo become move spirited os the days, 
weeks and months go on, and as the 
wounded recover to continue their 
attacks. 


The queer marriage laws of this 

- otherwise idyllfc island are the chicf 
reasons for theso bloodthirsty wars. | 
Marriage fs everybody's business and 
is the predominating topic of con- 
versation. The first rule is that man 
and wife must -be of different totems. 


Devotion is another rule which must 
not be violnted. Indeed, some of the 
offspring are so devoted to their 
parents that they bury them alive 
when they become old so that they 
will be spared the pain of Ungering 
deaths! 


SLAVES TO HUSBANDS 


Because the men on-thla Island “are 
condemned to bachelorhood until they 
are 30 or even 46, the birthrate Is 
serlousty decreasing. Marrlago is 
anything “but no bed of roses in 
Bathurst and Melville [slands for the 
unfons are ruled by fear. There ts 
no fove in tho matter at all, The wife, 
is a slave to her husband and he beats. 
her for the slightest offence and some- 
times wives dle from wounds In- 
filcted by their husbands. As af 


re the great battle cry is raised. 
stands still for the aboriginals 
comparatively untouched by 


“ueband generally has a number of 
“Jubras,” os they are called, the loss 
af one Is of little consequence. 


There are no singte girls or widows 
on these islands. Tho girl bables are 
actually married on’ the day their 
mothers are born. This Js how it is 
arranged. When a boy is born his 
uncles give him a mother-in-law who 
fs called an “Emprenua.” Her future 
daughters will all be his wives. 
Naturally, before the man-child can 
marry he must walt until his mother- 
tn-low has some daughters‘and the 
first-born has to grow to girlhood be- 
fore she can be married, which is 
generally ot a time-when her husband 
is old cnough to be her grandfather. 


There {3 no law restricting the num- 
ber of wives a man may have. 
Polygamy Is considered the correct 
thing. Bldod relationship docs not 
bar these natives from marrying and 
there dre several instances of half- 
brothers being marricd to half-sisters. 
Totem relationship, however, is ah 
Inviolable obstacle to marringe. It 
is transmitted not through the father, 
as it is on the mainland, but through 
the mother, so that when o man has 
more than one wife the offspring are 
of different totems and are permitted 
to inter-marry. 


When a man dies all his old wives 
are given to young men ond.his young 
wives are given to old men. As 
might be expected, the more wives 
a man has the less harmonious {s; 
the. home...atmosphere,_Roused by, 
jealousy, the lubras have furious 
fights among themselves which even 
a husband could not stop, even if 
he bothered. to try. There 1s one 
wife In Bathurst Island who gocs 
about her dally tasks minus o nose, 


{which was bitten off in a fit of 


jealousy by one of the other wives 
of her: husband. . 


All the hard work about the camps 
is done by the wives, and, in addi- 
tion, they have to find fopd to feed 
thelr Jords and masters.

The Commissionor of Polico drawa special attention’ to 
Rogulation 5 of the Temporary Regulations under the Lighting 
Contro! Ordinance, 1936, published in the Government Gazetto of the 
18th day of February, 1938, 

Tho reguintions will be In foreo from 7 P.M. 

February, 1938. - ‘ 2 

Regulation 5 is as follows:— : 

“Tho following restrictions on the use of. Hghts on vehicles 
shall be observed :— ' 

(1) Except in accordance with auch directions as the Commis- 
sioner of Police may give -under this regulation, the use of head 
lamps on all vehicles fs prohibited. “Head lamp” means a lomp, in 
which the diameter of tho front glass exceeds 444 inches. 

(2) No Hght shall be shown from any moving vehicle excopt 

(a) to the front, a white or yellow light from not moro than 
two lamps; Pes i 

(b) to tho reay, a red light from not more than one lamp. 
Two Nghts to the front and one to tho rear are compulsory for motor 
vehicles, : 

No rear “stop” Nght and no direction {indicator of any kind 
showing & Hght shall be used. : 

Nothing in this paragraph shall prevent the use, in trams and 
omnibuses only, of intorlor lighta reduced in accordance with tho 
provisions of paragraph (4). : : no 

(3) No light whatever shall be shown from any stationary 
vehicle except a tram or an omnibus, and then only while it is stopped 
for so long as may be necessary to pick up or discharge passengers 
fn the course of ita regular service. 

_ (4) The lghts of trams and omnibuses must be reduced as 
the Commissioner of Police may direct. : 

(6) In the case of all other yehicles— 

(a) only electric or oil lumps shall be used; 

(b) no lamp of a power exceeding six candle-power shall 
bo used; fe ; 

(c) the front glasses of all lamps in use must be obscured 
with at least one thickness of ordinary white or yellow tissue paper 
or with white or yellow paint, colourwash or material so that the 
obscuring effect is not less than that of one thickness of ordinary 
white tissue paper. The paper, paint or material must cover the 
whole of the portion of the front glass through which light cnn pass 
and must not be treated in any way so as to incrense its transparency. 

Thig regulation shall not apply to any vehicle in use on emer- 
gency duty for fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes.” 

The use of head lamps on motor vehicles which have no side 
lamps will be permitted only if (1) such head lampa are fitted with 
na disc constructed and-attached as follows:— : 

(a) The disc must be made ‘of-completely opaque material, 

- must fit near to the front glass of the Inmp (inside the lamp if 
desired) and must cover it so as to prevent the passage of light 
except through the holes cut as provided in the following diagram.

The efforts of the Association towards furthering the in- 


_ terests of Kowloon residents and 
amenities of the Peninsula were

Perhaps, the most outstanding fea~ 
ture of the work done during the 
year under review js the report on 
the problem. of Leprosy in the 
Colony issued in July. The Assocla- 
tlon is and doubtless the public 
nenerally will feel deeply inaeptea 
to the members of the sub-committec 
responsibie for the report, for the 
painstaking labour which they ex- 
pended on it and 1o the doctors, 
mileslonaries, and other friends who 
co-operated so unselfishly with them 
in carrying out the investigation, 
Coples of the report were sent to 
Government and it was hoped that 
financial provision for providing a 
leper settlement in a rural area 
would be available in the 1939 
estimates. This hope has not, how- 
ever, been realiscd,.the Government 
shaving further postponed considera- 
tion of this much needed initial step 
jn dealing with the problem, 


The following is a brief summary 
of the other Jmportant matters dealt 
with by the Association during 1037; 
for fuller particulars, the reader 1s 
referred to the correspondence In the 
appendices, 


‘BUS SERVICES 


Several matters under this head 
» were taken up with The Kowloon 

. Motor Bus Co. Ltd. and In each case 
reecived  courtcous consideration. 
The agitation for a reductlon of bus 
fares commenced in the Intter part of 
1036 happily resulted in a new 
scheme coming into force on the 
August 1, 1937, which entitles a short 
distance passenger to travel two 
sectlons for the same fore formerly 
charged fer one section. This is 
fantamount to a reduction in fares 
and haa proved of much benefit to 
the travelling public. 


The re-arrangement of bus routes 
has been the subject of considerable 
correspondence with the newly 
ereated TraMe Board. A letter con 
veying the decisions arrived at .by 
the Board has come to hand just as 
this report is being drafted and It 
is satisfactory to note that the im- 
provements are more or less in linc 
with those advocated by this Associa- 

jon. 


The ‘Association suggested to 
Government that its work as well as 
that of the Trafflc Board might be 
facilitated If it were represented on 
that Board, but Government replied 
that “sectional - representation” 
would not be desirable in the case of 
auch a Board. 


: ROAD- SURFACING — 

In the face of Government's pre- 
vious Ietters to the effect that the 
exigencies of the financial situation 
did not permit of the maintenance of 
such a high standard of road-sur- 
facing as hnd © prevalied ' formerly, 
little was accomplished npart from 
drawing attention to the unsuitable 
material belng used as top dressing 
in several arcas, . 


TRAFFIC AND STREET LIGHTING 


. The institution of a ‘silent zone’ for 
trafic and of a specd limit of 30 
m.p.h.-in urban areas, the widening 
of the road on the dangerous bend 
near Tsuen Wan villoge, the possi- 
bility of covering th¢ nullah in 
Waterloo Road, the effective Inbell- 
ing of parking places, and the ercc- 
tlon of traffic signs were among the 
matters dealt with under the !m- 
portant. heading of traMec, 


The Association has not ceased to 
urge that better lighting be {nstalled 
as soon an possible in Nathan Road. 
The Inst communication from 
Government was to the effect that 
the matter was recelving ‘active and 
sympathetle consideration’. 


DRAINAGE AND SANITATION 


Several matters under thls head 
formed the subject of a sct of ques- 
tlons drafted by the Assoclatlon and 
asked In the Urken Council by Dr. 
R. A. de Castro Basto,

The’ term “black-out" fs, as 1 
said carlier, convenient, but it is not 
quite appropriate because it implics 
the very condition that we think it 
wiser to avoid. Complete “black- 
out’ would only be possible by cut- 
ting off all Hghts at the mains, and 
consider for a moment what life 
would be Nke under ‘such interrupt- 
ed conditions. No Cinemas or omuse- 
ments to keep up our spirits, could 
continue under these conditions, 


ALARM AND PANIC 


Think of the alarm and probably 
panic which might occur in crowd- 
ed houses’ when the lights suddenty 
vo out and when Jn hot weather the 
fans stop as well. What of opera- 
tlons in Hospitals cut short at criti- 
cal moments until alternative Hlu- 
mination can be brought into action, 
or lifts suddenly stopped leaving you 
entrapped between floors. Further- 
more, many technical diMcultics fol- 
low with strect lighting, with hot 
water or cold storage and refrinern- 
tor systems, and even with .millcing 
processes at the Dairy, Farm.

BUSINESS AS USUAL 


The slogan. “Business os usual” 
which formed almost the basls_gf.the 
British home policy in 1914, if scensi- 
bly applied might well become the 
slogan for the Lighting Policy of the 
Colony so long as “Business as 
usual” docs not cause us to detract 
one whit from our determination to 
surmount the greater danger of {n- 
‘vasion by Iand and sca. 


To implement thls policy Succes 
fully, much practice, much honcs' 
co-uperntlon and understanding by 
the people will be necessnry. 


To give you an example of what 
can be done by individual effort I 
will tell you the case of the Queen 
Mary Hospital. You all know what 
a prominent heavily windowed build- 
Ing ft is. Well, the Medical Officer 
In charge toole the problem before 
him of screening his essential lights 
most seriously and knowing this, on 
the occasion of tho last ‘‘black-out,” 


I flew over tho hospital, circling the 
building twice. I saw no. tell-tale 
lights whatever. When I returned to 
my office I rang the Medical Officer 
In charge of the Hospital and told 
him. how successful his efforts had 
been: and added this question, “Are 
you prepared to carry on under your 
present lighting conditions for two 
months?” He solid he was. That 
shows exactly what we want and 
what can bo donc. 


In a similar way we want people to 
arrange the s¢recning of their, own 
house lights so that they cannot be 
seen from outside and in this connec 
tion it is comforting to know that it 
takes quite a thin curtain’ to screen 
a Ught so long as tho'colour of the 
curtain js dark; similarly blued eclec- 
tric Hight bulbs or shaded: lamps 
directed away from windows provide 
adequate internal lighting without 
being conspicuous from outside, It 
is the naked Iight which {s most con- 
spicuous from the alr, a screened 
light, even a car side lamp, provided 
it has a thin paper covering is, except 
from extremely low altitudes, prac- 
Ueally Invisible from the alr; so real- 
ly the individual's task is not such a 
dificult one. a

D fabri In oMciat circles reveals 
that—contrary to what has been 
stated the Duchess of Windsor, al- 
though she has not. been granted the 
style of “HLR.H," nevertheless 
derives her precedence in the normal 
sway from her husband, and ranks, 
thercfore, next below the Duchess of 
Kent. 


The Tables of Precedence follow 
certain well definite rules, and those 
acquainted with the principles gov- 
ering them have little difficulty in 
working out the order in which to 
place anyone who fails within thelr. 
scope. 


It should be noted, however, that 
while in the main precedence is ace 
quired by birth, marriage, or the con- 
ferment of an honour, the holders of 


certain oMfces were allotted specint 
positions. 


For instance after the Sovercign’s 
fArentvuneles, follow the Archbishop 
of Cant*rbury, the Lord High Chan- 
cellor, the Archbishop of York, and 
the Prime Minister,

A Lady’s Rank 


FTER the Royal Family, excluding 

the hotders of certain hich officer 

ag mentioned above, follow the Dukes 

in the order of the creation of their 
Dukedoms. 


The age of the Duke or the number 
of years which he has held his title 
has no bearing on his precedence, 

The sons and daughters of persons 
of title as far down In tho scale os 
Knlahts Bachelor ore oil granted 
positions In the Tables of Precedence, 
the oldest sons being usually several 
degrees higher than thelr younger 
brothers... 

- Tho eldest gon: of: a Knight Bache-- 
for, for Instance, ranks before a 


‘ Member of the Victorian Order (5th 
class), while his younger brother is 
four places lJowcr, following «the 
younger son of a Baronet. 


The eldest.daughters of Peers are 
not distinguished from their younger 
sisters, and actually all daughters 
are allotted a position in the Table for 
Ladies of a‘relatively higher degree 
than their younger brothers. 


The term Lady (prefixed to the 
Christian name) too is applied te the 
daughters of Earls as well as those of 
Dukes and Marquesses, whereas the 
younger sons of Earls are styled Hon. 
in the same way as the sons of Vis- 
counts and Barons. 


As a general rule a Lady docs not 
lose the rank Into which she was'’born 
on marriage, for if her husband js of 
lower degree than herself she retains 
her former style and precedence. 


There [s, however, one notable 
exception to-this, in that the wives 
of Peers, unless they themselves are 
Peeresses in thelr own right of a 

‘higher degree, take the rank of their 
husband. The daughter of a Peer 
marrying n Peer of two degrees lower 
than her father will lose rank. 


During the past year a very large 
number of honours has been bestow- 
ed, Including the appointment of the 
Queen as a Lady of the Order of the 
Garter and as the first Lady of the 
Order of the Thistle, and the admis- 
sion of many women to the Royal 
Victorian Order, which was only last 
yenr extended to permit of their in- 
clusion.

Chinese reports state that Chinese 
planes engaged the raiders, bringing 
down elght muchines, three of which 
have already been located, while the 
remnlning five {cll some distance 
from Nanchang. 

Thousands of people watched the 
‘breath-taking dog-flghts and saw 
with foselnnted horror, mingled with 
‘jublistion, three Japanese plancs 
crash to the ground,. 

Interesting, aldelights of yesterday's 
alr battles come from Hankow, 
“where, it Is stated, the Nights marked 
the first active oppearance of the 
British Gloucester “Gladiator” planes, 
Chinese avintion authorities say the 
British machincs performed very 
satisfactorily, and the Japanese losses 
doubtless would have been higher If 
the Chinese pilots had had longer 
‘training ‘and the machine-guns on 
the planes did not require ndjust- 
ment, E ee 

It fs reported that a Chinese plane 
Was sighted fying high over Shang- 
hal early yesterday, cvening In the 
‘direction ‘of Woosung, while two 
Chinese michines are stated to have 
been seen going the same way yes- 
terday morningt.

30 Planes In Raid 


On .Rormosa 


Hankow, Feb. 26. 

Altogether 30 Chinese planes, all 
bombcrs, participated In the Formo- 
san ‘raid on Wednesday, it was 
reveoled by a Government spokes- 
min ‘this morning. All the pilots 
were ‘Chinese while the machines 
were of Soviet manufacture. They 
were ‘the new type, very fast, and 
capable of long Nights. 

The first objective wus the Mat- 
suyama millitary airfield in “Talholcu, 
where at least 40 machines on the 
‘round, a number of hangurs and 
huge oll tanks were destroyed.

CONDITIONS IN FAR EAST 

Conditions in the Fur East are to~ 
‘day more serious than they have 
ever been in the. history of our 
Bank. : 

- The two great mations of the 
Orient are at grips, grimly dcter- 
mined to fight it out. All the efforts 
made in recent years to outlaw war 
throurh treaties, pacts and coven- 
ants have, broken down, 

So far from IntervenlIng to bring 
this conflict to an end, the leading 
Western countries are seen aligned 
into groups supporting widely 

_opposed theories of Government; 
watching cach other Intently, Tike 
boxers at the opening of their bout. 

Under such conditions British in- 
‘terests In the Far East might well 
be pictured In the cyes of His 
Majesty’s Government as only u 
small item in the sum total of the 
vast Interests of the British Come 
monwealth of Nations, Neverthe- 
less, the indications «re that the 
importance of the Far Eastern ques- 
tlon is fully realised, and: very wel- 
come wos the statement Issued last 
August, at a critical time in Shang- 
hal, which formally promised “all 
possible measures to, protect British 
lives and interests” at that port. We 
fecl confident that when necessory 
and in face of every diMculty we 
an count on support for our leyltl- 
mate interests. 

Few yenrs have seen such con- 
trasts as the past year in China and 
It is a sad task to sct about review- 
ing the political situation there dur- 
ing 1037. The year started so well 
and ended so differently. 


RELATIONS WITH JAPAN 


In cach of the past fow years your 
Chairmen have uttered words of 
warning, obout the dangers inherent 
In the unsatisfactory political rela- 
tions between Jopan_ ond China. 

Last year your Cholrman stated 
thot relations with Japan dominated 
the political scence, He mentioned 
that negotlations between the two 
countries were, when he spoke, in 
auspense os a result of the Sian Incl- 
dent when Generali Chiang Kal-sheic’ 
was keldnapped. That affnir, it. now 
appears, was a key-point In Sino- 
Jnpanese relations. The result: was 
an accession of strength to those 
Chineso who, rightly or wrongly, 
saw no hope of «co-operation with 
Japan and advocated o policy of 
stern resistance to aggression. 

The subsequent meeling of the Ird 
Pienaty Session of the Central Exe- 
‘cutive Committee last February. con- 
firmed that line of nctlon, which had 
already \been made one of the main 
planks ‘in tho policy of the Kwangsi 
Jenders ond of the Communists, From 
that timo pn it seems that the Jn- 
fluence of thosc who wished for 
compromise and dolay gradually 
qaoned. An understanding was 
reached with the. Communist army 
‘and the way was prepared for actlon 
by a united China os soon as the 
need should arise. 

‘You ‘will remember that early in 
the year the Iberal and friendly tone 
of tho utterances of General Hayashi, 
thon the Japaneso Primo Minister, 
and of Mr,-Sato, his Foreign Minio- 
ter, cnuaed ‘n fecting of optimism In 
regard ¢ ‘the. development of reln- 
tions between the two countrics, In 
China’: Itself. tiere were alana of 

<o. gtability and 
not: been app 
ook: 


progress such as had 


though we were aware that the cloud 
of Sino-Japanese distrust stlll hovered 
tn an il-omened way on the horizon. 
It Is doubtful if this cloud could have 
been dissipated even with the best 
will in the world.

mended" proves its aptness, The 
ensy and rapid transmission of news 
from one end of the world to the 
other is sometimes a mixed blessing. 
Too many spokesmen are In fact 
quite as bad as too many cooks: 


FAR EASTERN TRADE 


Let us turn from polities to trade. 
You all know how promising the 
situation was during the first half of 
the year, Prices were rising, the im- 
provement In communications by 
rail, road and air was opening up the 
country more and more, the standard 
of living was improving owing to 
yood crop conditions in the interlor 
us well os the greater demand for 
export. produce; furthermore ¢x- 
change, both Jatérial und external, 
hind never in our time remained for 
so Jong a period with such small 
variations. 


Proof of this: satisfactory state of 
affairs can be scen in the Chinese 
Customs returns. At the end of July 
exparts had Increascd 45 per cent. 
and imports 36 per cent, as compared 
with the same period in 1936. Later 
Imports and exports of course fell off. 
the former more than the latter, but 
it fs remarkable that at the end of 
the year the import and export figures 
together yet showed an increase of 
approximately nine per cent. over 
1936. : 


‘CATASTROPHE MAGNIFIED? 


The political barometer Is still too 
low to warrant a forecast of fine 
weather for merchants ‘in the near 
future. In Central; China the 
channels of foreign trade are now 
affected as never before sinco the 
opening .of the treaty porls. Yet, 
may I be £0 bold as to suggest, that 
for this very reason the catastrophe 
js perhaps magnified In the eyes of 
many: . 

If, ns seems likely, the Yangtsze 
Valley continues to suffer throughout 
the spring and summer, the effect on 
trade $n -genecral will naturally be 
serious, but there will be adjustments. 
A loss here will become a galn there, 
and I do not think it necessary to 
be too despondent, 

We shall have to walt a time for a 
real recovery, but the recupcrative 
powers of both Japan and Chino are 
great, and will, in due course, bo 
sure. Even now we see how China's 
misfortunes are leading to develop- 
ments. {n Western provinces which 
mgt; otherwise shave been un- 
attempted for decades.

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Itnatchbull-Hugessen at his mis- 
fortune in being seriously wounded 
when travelling from Nanking to 
Shanghai on official duty, 


CHINA'S FINANCES = ° 


At a time Uke the present for 
obvious. reasons it is impossiple yr 
those oulside Government circles to 
male any reliable statement of the 
currency and . financial position of 
China, or for that matter of Jupan. 


Wartime ' conditlons prevail and 
must be faced with a realisation of 
the dislocations which they mean. 
However, due credit must be given 
to those who have directed China's 
foreign exchange market during the 
year, Stability has been maintained, 
and in fact.during the carly part of 
the year, as threats of unorthodox 
financial experiments were warded 
off, tho new currency gained 
strength and merchants showed in- 
creasing confidence. 


There was, of course, valuable co- 
cperation on the part of forcign banks. 
Moreover, a number of factors 
assisted towards cquillbrlum in the 
balance of ‘payments: commodity 
prices were still rising; there had 
been two ycurs of bumper crops; 
internal conditions were quicter than 
for some time; the opening-up of the 
country was Increasing tne circila- 
tion of banknotes; arrangements for 
the formation on sound und modern 
lines of a Central Reserve Bank were 
well advanced, and a fresh attempt 
tt budget control had been initiated. 


Such was the situation when an 
July the first signs of a serious con- 
flict were seen, In August, when the 
fghting broke out at Shanghai and 
bombs felt in the ‘business centre of 
the Settlement, it was necessary to 
take steps to ‘prevent a panic, se 
restrictions were placed on the with- 
Grawals of deposits in the Chinese 
bonks. These measures were supple- 
mented by what is known as the Wel- 
Wah or blocked currency system, 
which permitted the constituents of 
the Chinese Banks to transfer funds 
from one blocked account to another 
by means of Wei-Wah cheques or 
orders. This preved effective. in 
preventing any’ large-scale panic 
‘light from the currency .though it 
was subjected to pressure for some 
time. Gradually the demand for 
forelgn ‘currencics declined appre- 
clably and at the end of the year the 
problem wus no longer’ s0 serigus. 


SHIPMENTS OF SILVER 


China’s interest in silver remains 
dependent on Its conversion into a 
currency reserve fund ijn gold or 
foreign exchange. Thus, during the 
year, large amounts of .silver were 
shipped from Hongkong to foreign 
countries on account of China. Last 
summer Dr. H. H. Kung made an 
arrangement with Mr, Morgenthau 
for-the- ear-marking-of gold_against 
Chinese silver. This was supplie~ 
mentary to ‘the agreement of May 
1936 under which the United States 
Treasury had already arranged to 
purchase regular and substantial 
amounts of silver from: China ond to 
provide facilities in United States 
dollar exchange for currency stabili- 
sation purposes. 

No official figures are available to 
show what funds in gold or foreign 
exchange are held by. the Chinese 
Government, and while abnormal 
conditions prevail we can hardly ¢x- 
pect progress to be made in the pub- 
lication of reliable statistics. 3 


FOREIGN DEBTS 


At the beginning of 1937 the Chi- |- 


was still negotiat- 
ing for a readjustment of certain 
foreign debts in‘arrears. In April 
the London Bondholders’ Committee, 
constituted to deal with such qucs- 
tions, recommended the acceptance 
of terms for a settlement of the 
Hukuang Railways. Loan similar to 
those already adopted in readjust- 
ment of the Tientsin Railway Loans. 
Two United States dollar loans were 
also put on a new basis, namely the 
Chiengo Bank Loan and the Pacific 
Development Corporation Loan, both 
dating from 1919.

(n) to the front, a white or yellow Hght from not more than 
{wo lamps; : 208 
(b)’ to the rear, a red ght from not more than one lamp.

CONDITIONS IN FAR EAST 
Conditions in the Far East are to- 
day more serious than they have 


ever been in the history of our 
Bank. ~ : 

“The two great nations . of the 
Orient .are at grips, wrimly deter- 
mincd to fizht it out. All the efforts 
made in recent yeors to outlaw war 
through treatles; pnets and coven- 
ants have broken down. : 

So for from intervening to bring 
this conflict to an end, the leading 
‘Western countries are seen aligned 
into groups supporting widely 
opposed theorics of Government; 
watching cach ather intently, like 
boxers at the opening of their bout, 


though we were aware that the cloud 
of Sino-Japanese distrust still hovered 
in an ill-omened way on the horizon. 
It is doubtful if this cloud could have 
been dissipated even with the best 
will in the world. 


An accumulation of aggravations 
made it almost inevitable that: oa 
storm would have to take place be- 
fore the air could be cleared. But 
I do not propose to detain you with 
any comments about the causes und 
origins of the war (let us be frank 
and cali it war outright). Our Bank

Neverthe- 
Iegs, the Indications are that the 
importance of the Far Eastern ques-

Few yeors have seen such con- 
trasts os the pust year jn China and 
it Is a sad tasic to set about review- 
ing the political situation there dur- 
ing 1037.

' CATASTROPHE MAGNIFIED? 


’ The political barometer 1s still toa 
low to warrant a forecast of fine 
weather for merchants in the near 
future.

CHINA'S FINANCES. 


At a time like the present for 
obvious, rensons it ts Impossible yur 
those outside Government circles to 
make any reliable statement of the 
currency and nancial position of 
China, or for that-matter of Japan. 


Wartime . conditions prevail and

must bo faced with a rcalisation of 
the dislocations which they mean. 
However, duc credit must be given 
to those who have directed China's 
forcign exchange market during the 
year. . Stability has been maintained, 
and in fact during the carly part of 
the year, as threats of unorthodox 
financlal experiments were warded 
off, the new currency gained in 
strength and merchants showed in- 
creasing . confidence. . 


Thero was, of course, valuable .co- 
cperation on the part of forcign banikcs. 
Moreover,’ a number of factors 
assisted towards equilibrium in the 
balnnce of payments: commodity 
prices were still rising; there had 
been two years of bumper crops; 
internal conditions were quicter thun 
for some time; the opening-up of the 
country was increasing tne circula- 
tion of banknotes; arrangements for 
the formation on sound and modern 
lines of a Centra} Reserve Bonk were 
well advanced, and a fresh attempt 
it budget control had been initiated. 


Such was the situation when in 
July the first signs of a scrious con- 
Dict were sen. In August, when the 
fighting broke out at Shanghai and 
bombs fell in the business centre of 
the Scttlement, It was necessary to 
take steps to prevent a panic, 50 
restrictions were placed on the with- 
drawals of deposits In the Chinese 
bonks. These measures were supple- 
mented by what fs known as the Wel- 
Wah or blocked curreacy system, 
which permitted the constituents of 
the Chinese Banks to transfer funds 
from one blocked account to another 
by means of Wei-Wah cheques or 
orders. This ‘proved cffcctive in 
preventing any large-scale. panic 


was subjected to pressure for some 
time. Gradually the demand for 
foreign currencies declined . appre- 
clably and at the end of the year the 
problem was no longer so serious. 


SHIPMENTS OF SILVER | 


Chino’s interest In silver remains 
dependent on {ts conversion into a 
evrrency reserve fund in .gold or 
foreign exchange. Thus, during the 
year, large amounts of silver were 
shipped from Hongkong to foreign 
countrics on account of China. Last 
summer Dr. H. H. Kung made an 


arrangement with Mr. Morgenthau 
for the car-marking of gold against 
Chinese silver. This was supple- 


mentary” to~ the -agreement-of~ May: 


1936 under which the United States 
Treasury had already arranged to 
purchase. regular and substantial 
amounts of silver from China and to 
provide facilities in United States 
dollar exchange for currency stabill- 
sation purposcs. 


No official figures are available to 
show what funds In gold or forcign 
exchange are held by the Chinese 
Government, and while abnormal 
conditions prevail we can hardly ex- 
pect progress to be made in the pub- 
lication of reliable statistics. 


FOREIGN DEBTS 


At the beginning of 1937 the Chi- 
nese Government was still negotlat- 
ing for a readjustment of certain 
forelgn debts in arrears. In April 
the London Bondholders’ Committce, 
constituted to deal with such ques- 
tions, recommended the acceptance 
of terms for a sottlement of the 
Hukuang Railways Loan similar to 
those already adopted in readjust- 
ment of the Tientsin Railway Loans. 
Two United States dollar loans were 
also put on a new basis, namely the 
Chicago Bank Loan and the -Pacific 
Development Corporation Loan, both 
dating from. 10919. Furthermofe, the 
good work of settling up certain long 
outstanding advances and material 
debts to: Government departments 
preceeded satisfactorily. 1 


>The conclusion of. agreements re- 
garding the Chincso’ Government 
loans in default and the improved 
outlook in China to which I have al- 
‘ready referred, had a favourable 
effect on Chinese bonds quoted on the 
London Stock Exchange. and it was

BUOYANT CUSTOMS REVENUE 


The Chinese Customs Revenue in 
1937 amounted to no Jess than $342 
millions, an increase of $18 million 
over 1936, thanks to the excelicnt 
start given in the first’ 7 months of 
the year. 


You are aware that negotlatlons 
are procecding in regard to the Cus- 
toms tarlff and administration in the 
areas controlled by the Japancse 
forces. It is hardly necessary for mo 
to emphasize how [mportant it fs that 
the’ Customs Administration should 
remain as now constituted, and con- 
tinue to be the sole instrument con- 
trolling Customs affairs throughout 
the whole country, 


The present administrative system 
has weathered political upheavals 
and civil strife over many years and 
the maintenance of Its‘cexisting status 
and credit is unquestionably to the 
advantage of both’China and Japan, 
in order that in‘dye course the re= 
financing and rehabilitation of the 
country may proceed smoothly. 

I am glad to say that repeated as- 
surances have been given by the 
Japanese, that the foresgm, loans will 
be respected.

Tho regulations will be in force from 7 P.M. to 
February, 1938, 

Regulation 6 is as follows:— . 

“The following restrictions on the uso of Ighta on vehicles 
shall be obscrved:— : es 

(1)” Excopt in accordance with such dircctions as the Commis: 
sloner of Police may givo undor this rogulation, the uso of head 
lamps'on all vehicles is prohibited. “Head lamp” means a lamp, in 
which the diamcter of tho front glass oxcceds 4% inches. 

(2) No light shall be shown from any moving yehiclo oxcopt 

(a) to the front, a white or yellow light from not moro than 
two lamps; F : 

(b) to tho rear, o red light from not more than ono lamp.

Chinese aviation authorities say the 
Britlsh machines performed very 
satisfactorily, and the Japanese losses 
doubtless would have been higher if

Spenking at Leamington, Mr. 
Anthony Eden, former Foreign 
Secretary, oxplained his reasons 
for ‘resigning and: emphatically 
denied the suggestion that it was 
due to some extent to ill-health. 
He snid his, decision had been 
taken because of thd conviction 
that no other course was open to 
him. He was more than ever 
convinced that the decision was 
a right one. 


The course the Government had 
chosen indicated the sincerity of Its 
desire to reach an. agreement, but it 
wsa not necessarily a wise judgment 
of International affairs. He’ could 
not help feellng that It was perfectly 


‘l possible to stand firm and obtain the 


same results, if they were obtained, 
without the risks attending ~ the 
present course, 


He was deeply anxious as to 
whether it would be on agreement on 
na solld basis, or an agreement, if 
they could yet it, regardless. of the 


basis. 


The Government's decision had 
been made, and Parllament had 
endorsed It. The Government must 
go ahead ond he sincercly wished 
It success. He stoud by every word 
he had said in the House of Commons. 
He definitely formed the opinion last 
week-end that the meaning of certain 
communications he received from a 
foreign Government was “now or 
never.” His view was not changed, 
but he was prepared to press his 
colleagues on this important issue of 
interpretation, for he did not believe 
{t to be in national Interests. He ap- 
preclated the impossibility:of publish- 
ing relevant documents, at present, 
and he was content to awalt the 
verdict of history.—Reuter Speciat.
